Colleges and

Universities Can't Throw Stones at Annapolis.
The Commercialization of the Laurel Wreath—What Is
the Trouble and What's the Way Out?

HERE are muny good people throwing up

their hands in approprinte horror over the
exposure of certain alds, not exaetly ethical,
by which some of cur future navy officers
piass the examinations which Uncle Bivm
preseribes for them at Annapolis. Every.one
will approve, in theory at least, the ngsump-
tion that these voung men whom the Govern-
ment is educating at grent opst ought (o be
reprehensible  proctides 1o
cheat in whether their
honesty takes the form of stenling advance
sheets of examination questions or unfalr as.
sistunoe rendered to midshipmon who happen
to be athleles,

That part of the court'a report which
criticisens the priactice of helping the midship-
men athletes findy general approval, It fsn't
n sin to be an athiete, aven at Annapolis, but
that the uthlete ghould be aingled out for spe-
clal condtderation, almply becauge he hns
been cast in herolc mold, Is untenable in
theory, thongh unfortunntely nov always in
practioe,

Hut what a commation there would be If
some court of inquiry, with power to sub-
puenn witnesses, could sit In judgment on
the system of Intergolleginte uthleties in this
country! Realizing thelr own vulnerability,
therofore, It won't do for our universities to
CAst stones the Naval Academy. As far
as thelr athletes are concerned, they hiave
too blg 4 beam In thelr own eye (o be of
much assistance in extraeting the mote from
the eyve of the Nnval Academy.
